| wherethis Aſſociation hath been already attempted, upon their Alleagiance not to enter into any ſuch Afociation or 
Proteſtation, andall Our loving Subjects in what parts of this Our Realme ſoever (particularly of Our City of London) 

' nottoſubmit to any ſuch Impoſition, Leavy, or Taxe as aforeſaid , nor to preſume to be aſſiſtant thereunto by aſſeſsing, 
uxingþleavying or colle&ingthereof. And We doe hereby publiſh and declare, That Weare relolved to grant out Our 
Commilſzions tor the ſeizing of the Goods,and the ſequeſtring of che Eſtates of all ſuch Perſons as ſhall rebelliouſly diſobey 

Us herein, Tothe intent that ſuch their Goods and Rents may be ſafely depoſited, untill ſuch time as the Offendors can be 
brought roa Legall Tryall, which ſhall ſpeedily proceed againſt them, as ſoone as they can be apprehended and delivered 
intothe hands of Iuſtice. And We doc hereby will and Command all Perſons who are any waics indebted unto, and all 
the ſeverall Tenants ofall ſuch Perſons, who ſhall by ſubmitting co,or alsifting of any ſuch [mpoſition,Leavy,or Taxe,con- 

- tributecothe maintenanceof the Armies.in Rebellion againſt Us, or that ſhall joyne in any ſuch Traiterous Aaflociation or 
Proteſtation, That they forbeareto pay any Rents or Debts due to the ſaid ſeverall Perlons , but deraine the ſame in their 

hands towards the maintenanceof the Peace of the Counties, and the Reparation of ſuch men who have luffered by the 
Vielence of the aforeſaid Armies, 'The ſame courſe being already taken by publique Order and-direRions againſt ſuch as 
have faithfully,and according to their Alleagiance aſsifted-Us againſt this unnaturall RebeHion. Andas We have hereto» 
fore declareds That whoſoever ſhould looſe his Life in this Our neceflary Defence, the Wardſhip of his Heire' ſhould be 
granted by Us without Rent or Fine to his own uſe; ſo onthe otherfide,We doe hereby'publiſh and declare, That who- 

ſoever of Our SubjeRs ſhall not make uſe of this gratious Warning, but pan in, or hereafter engage themſelves into either 
_ aQuall bearing Armes againſt [Is, or any ſuch Traiterous Aſsiſtance of thoſe that doe bear Armes, either by contribution 

. or Aſſociation as aforclaidyin caſe they dye orbe ſo killed during this Rebellion, that che Coroner-cannot have InſpeRion 
_of their bodyesztheir Heires ſhall have nobenehi by Our InftruRions of Grace te Our Court of Wards ; The Benefit of 
which, Weſhall ever be carefull char all Our good Subjefts may fully enjoy. Given at Our Court at Ox #t 08 D,the Eight 
day of March,in the:Eighteenth yeare of Our.
